Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


SENATE. 
January -9. 
The Act fixing salaries of County 
Judges in San Diego and San Ber­ 
nardino counties, was passed. 


N O -FE N C E DAW. 
The report of the Committee of Con­ 
ference on Asssmhly bill No. 125—To 
protect agriculture and to prevent the 
trespass of animals, etc.—was then 
taken up. The report was as follows : 
Mr. President: 
The Committee of 
Conference upon the disagreement of 
the two Houses as to the amendments 
to section 11, as now numbered, of As­ 
sembly hill No. 125—entitled an Act 
to protect Agriculture, and to prevent 
the trespassing of animals upon pri­ 
vate property in the counties of Fresno, 
Tulare, Kern, Ventura, Santa Bar­ 
bara, San Luis Obispo and Monterey— 
beg leave respectfully to report th at 
after a careful and dispassionate ex­ 
amination of the subject of this disa­ 
greement they recommend, in lieu of 
the two amendments not concurred in 
or agreed to by the two Houses, the 
adoption of the*following words to be 
added at the end of Section 11 as now 
agreed to by the two Houses, as being 
most likely to reconcile the opposing 
interests : The words to be added to 
said Section 11 are as follows : “And 
shall tuke effect and be in force In all 
those portions of Tulare and Kern 
counties not above described, and in 
the counties of San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey on the 20th day of June, 
1874. 
The report was adopted. 


ASSEM BLY. 
The Committee on Agriculture re­ 
commended that certain petitions in 
relation to the no-fence law, bo refer­ 
red to the San Diego delegation. 
The Judiciary Committee recom­ 
mended the passage of an Act con­ 
cerning conveyances by the municipal 
authorities of San Diego. 
The Santa Barbara delegation re­ 
commended the passage of a substi­ 
tute for Assembly Bill No. 30—an Act 
concerning conveyances in Santa Bia­ 
bara county. 
Mr. Gilmore introduced, without no­ 
tice an Act to authorize tlie Governor 
to employ counsel in certain cases 
pending in the United States Courts. 
The cases referred to are six cases in 
which the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company is the plaintiff, ami the Tax 
Collectors of Nevada, Placer, Sacra­ 
mento, San Joaquin, Alameda and 
Santa Clara are the defendants, now 
pending in the United States Circuit 
Court. The Act appropriates $12,000 
for the purpose indicated. Referred to 
the Committee on W ays and Means. 
Ingham 
introduced 
a 
proposed 
amendment to section 10 of Article 9 
of the Constitution of the State; “ Sec­ 
tion 10 of Article 9 of the Constitution 
of the State is amended to read as fol­ 
lows: The credit of the State, or any 
county, city or town therein, «hall not 
in any manner be given, or loaned to, 
or in aid of, the State, or any city or 
town therein, directly or indirectly, 
become a stockholder in any associa­ 


tion or corporation, nor shall the prop- Y \- r

erty, money or bonds of the State, or 
any county, city or town therein, he 
given or loaned to any corporation, ex­ 
cept corporations formed for munici­ 
pal, educational or charitable purposes 
only.” Referred to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 


NO -FEN CE LAW . 
Ferguson presented the petition of 
the Committee on Conference on As­ 
sembly Bill No. 25—An Act to protect 
agriculture etc. 
|See report in Senate 
proceedings.] Tlu* report was adopted. 
The bill to regulate fares and freights 
was passed by a vote of »>K to s. 


Agricultural Convention. 


The State Board of Agriculture have 
issued a call for a convention of agri­ 
culturists, to consist of the several dis­ 
trict 
and 
agricultural 
societies 
throughout the State, to meet at the 
rooms of the State society on the 3d 
of March next at 7 o’clock l*. m. The 
objects of the convention arc to con­ 
sult as to the best means of assisting 
in tlie development of the agriculture 
of the State generally, and especially 
to agree upon such legislation as will 
best promote the interests of agricul­ 
ture. The Viniculture and Horticul­ 
tural societies will also be represented 
in the convention. 
This is a good 
move, and we hope that every society 
will be represented by delegates, and 
that leading farmers will embrace the 
opportunity to be present and aid the 
objects by their counsel and advice. 
The great trouble with our agriculture 
heretofore lias been that those engaged 
in the business have not met together 
for consultation often enough. There 
lias been no concert of action, and 
consequently advancement lias been 
slow and irregular. Merchants have 
Chambers of Commerce and Boards of 
Trade; mechanics and manufacturers 
have their trades unions and meetings 
of conference, and the representatives 
of all other industries arc almost con­ 
stantly together lor consultation, hut 
the farmers live isolated from each 
other, and have little opportunity for 
exchanging opinions, and consequent­ 
ly have no feelings and recognize no 
interests in common, one with tlit* 
other. A change is taking place in 
this respect, and the farmers are lie- 
ginning that in the union even of 
farmers there is strength. 
We are not 
advised what will be the programme 
in full of procedure of the convention, 
but presume th at agricultural educa­ 
tion and the facilities afforded by our 
State University for practical agricul­ 
tural experiment will receive a share 
of tile attention of the convention, and 
perhaps the culture and manufacture 
of jute will also be considered. 
Wo 
have no doubt that the general man­ 
agement of our agricultural Fairs, the 
selling of pot Is on the grounds, and 
the proper rules for the divisions of 
premiums offered, between the differ­ 
ent interests, will lie discussed, and 
perhaps the m atter of appropriations 
to agricultural societies wilj he con­ 
sidered.—[Sac. Record. 


T h e Wisconsin Grangers are intro­ 
ducing throughout the State a system 
of county co-opera t ¡ve agenc i es, wh ich, 
it is hoped, will soon result in a per­ 
fectly organized system of purchase 
and sales. 
Capital 
stock to the 
amount of $100 or $2,000 is subscribed 
by members, no man being allowed to 
hold more than $500 worth, or some 
other specified small sum. 
A board of 
Trustees manage the business, and a 
salaried agent takes charge of the 
warehouse, etc., and renders a quar­ 
terly inventory of this department. 
The depot of the agent is situated at 
the county seat, and comprehends a 
general store, agricultural implement 
warehouse, wheat elevators, hay-press, 
etc. 
The agent also 
superintends 
shipments of produce to central mar­ 
kets, and large, special or regular pur­ 
chases for the fraternity, and makes 
himself generally useful.

Cheap Railroads. 


Cheap transportation is the demand 
ef the lioyr, and the aid of Legisla­ 
tures, N ational as well as State, is in­ 
voked to compel the railroads to carry 
at figures that will not absorb the 
value of w hat is carried, before it 
reaches m arket. 
(Granting that fthere has been mis­ 
m anagem ent in the construction and 
operation of our railroads; that vast 
sums have gone into the pockets oi 
-peculators, increasing the indebted­ 
ness of our railroad system w ithout ad­ 
ding to its ability to earn dividends; 
that combinations have been formed, 
by which com petition is destroyed; 
the fact still rem ains that the expense 
attending the construction and opera­ 
tion of railroads is so great, that to re­ 
turn only a fair interest on the invest­ 
ment, it is necessary to charge rates 
that are burdensome where the terri­ 
tory supplied is a thinly settled one, 
or where freights and passengers m ust 
lie transported long distances, over 
heavy grades, and through regions 
where there is but little local business. 
Vet these are the conditions under 
which m uch of tiie business of the 
Pacific Coast m ust be transacted for 
years to come. 
We may establish the rates which 
the existing roads shall charge, but 
these rates m ust be high enough to af­ 
ford a fair profit, or they will not be 
operated. 
N either will additional 
fines be built, if the inducem ent for 
such investm ent is removed. To make 
it possible therefore to reduce the ex­ 
pense of transportation wo m ust have 
cheaper roads. The massive roadways 
of iron, w ith their immense substruc­ 
tures of masonry, and ponderous equip­ 
ment, m ay do for the great thorough­ 
fares where the commerce of nations 
is passing, but for the vast unsettled 
plains and m ountain regions of the 
W est, we w ant and m ust have some­ 
thing cheaper. 
The narrow-guage system lias been 
adopted in many localities, and is ad­ 
vocated as a means of cheapening the 
cost of transportation; but while it is 
an im portant step in th at direction, 
and, we believe, a still cheaper, and at 
the sam e tim e an adequate road, can 
be constructed. 
Wooden railroads have been built 
in various parts of the world, where 
only a sm all business ottered, and 
have 
been 
successfully 
operated. 
Wm. Tweeddale, a K ansas engineer, 
has issued a pam phlet in which he ad­ 
vocates the construction of this class 
of roads, and gives m any points con­ 
cerning them . N ot having seen the 
work, we are' only able to give such 
fragm ents as have found their way 
into the papers: 
“ His plan is t<> build a roadway as 
near to the surface of the ground as 
may be found practicable, w ith wood­ 
en " longitudinal 
stringers. 
Said 
stringers to be eight inches wide in 
two thicknesses of three inches each, 
breaking joints and resting on suitable 
wooden ties, say six feet apart, the up­ 
per thickness of stringers to be of oak. 
A t first use no iron, but as the busi­ 
ness of the road increases, and tlie 
wear of the stringers becomes in excess 
of the natural decay of tiie m aterial 
composing them , the top of the inner 
edge of th e stringers m ay be covered 
with a strap rail, having splice plates 
at the joints lot into the stringers and 
bolted through the stringers; (particu­ 
larly if th e freight cars from tlxe main 
trunk lines are in uso to any consider­ 
able extent). W hen necessary, the 
«trap rail and wooden stringers mnv 
give place to an iron rail. 
, 
“ The motive power to be a traction 
engine, w ith a rubber tire (a style of 
engine in use on common roads in E u­ 
rope, the broad wheel (eight inches 
wide) of which will run 011 the wide 
surface of the stringers, and by reason 
of the greater adhesion of the rubber 
tire of the traction engine 011 the wood­ 
en stringer than in the ease of the iron 
tire of the locomotive engine 011 ¡111 
iron rail, the difference being a« three 
to one, m uch lighter engines and 
much steeper grades can be used. A 
road on this plan can be built under 
favorable circumstances ready for the 
rolling stock for from four to six thous­ 
and dollars per mile, exclusive of the 
right of way, which ordinarily for this 
eluss of road will not cost anything.” 
The cost of such a line is necessarily 
light, and the cost of the engines suit­ 
able will not exceed five thousand dol­ 
lars. F reight cars will not cost more 
than the ordinary road wagons in use. 
Col. It. P. Morgan, of Chicago, a 
railroad engineer of forty years ex­ 
perience, and possessed of one of the 
most acute and discrim inating minds, 
lias also carefully examined this ques­ 
tion,and pronounces unequivocally for 
cheap roads. 
H is plans, while they 
differ in some respects from those of 
the Kansas engineer, yet recogei/.e 
fully the necessity of keeping down 
the interest account, and the impor­ 
tan t fact that the cost of the road must 
bear a proper proportion to the busi­ 
ness it is likely to perform. 
We hopo 
before long to lie able to give some de­ 
finite figures th at will exhibit more 
clearly the feasibility of cheap rail­ 
roads.

San Francisco in 1847, and the “Cali­ 
fornia S tar” was started in the same 
city in January, 1847, by E. P. Jones. 
Tiie two journals were united in 1848. 
The “A lta California,” the oldest Pa­ 
cific Coast paper now surviving, was 
started in December, ls4S, by E. Gil­ 
bert, and became the first daily on 
January 23, 1850, with 
the 
daily 
"Journal of Commerce,” commenced 
011 the same date. The first steam 
press in California was run by the 
"A lta,” July 4th, 1 «50.—[ N e v s pa per 
Reporter.

The report was received and placed 
on file. 
Communications were received from 
Hon. J. K. Luttrell in reference to 
duty on tropical fruits, and the port 
of Wilmington, promising his favora­ 
ble attention. 
On motion the Secretary was in­ 
structed to acknowledge receipt and 
return thanks of the Chamber. 
Judge Widney asked how many new 
members had been received. Tin* Sec­ 
retary replied th at six had been se­ 
cured. 
Governor Downey, on behalf of the 
Committee appointed to solicit funds 
to assist in paying for circulation of 
documents, reported that but litt le had 
been received. 
Governor Downey made a lew re­ 
marks in reference to the two Agri­ 
cultural Societies. 
He said the gen­ 
tlemen connected with the Southern 
District Society had acted from disin­ 
terested motives, with no hope of gain. 
Their object was to benefit the county. 
A new society had been organized, and 
asked th o u to sell theirgrounds. The 
old society did not intend to sellout. 
He thought two societies could not 
flourish, and asked all members of the 
Chamber 
who 
had any influence 
with the parties organizing the new 
Society, to dissuade them from going 
on. 
, Mr. Lord stated that a meeting of 
the Directors of the New Association 
had been held to-day, and th at there 
was to be a general movement among 
the farmers to make it a success; that 
grounds had been ottered them at 
favorable rates, and that more than a 
thousand people were behind it, ex­ 
pressing 
a determination 
to win. 
Thought two detrimental to the inter­ 
ests of the country and hoped the in- 
ilueuceof all parties would lie exerted 
to heal (lie dificrences between the 
two associations. The men moving 
in the now society were confident 
they could wipe out the old one. Sug­ 
gested th at the stockholders of the 
old society might let the farmers have 
all the stock, and they could soon buy 
it back. 
Governor Downey could see no ob­ 
ject in organizing a new society unless 
it was to steal the State appropriation 
from the old one; that with this fund 
they m ight get a few hundred people 
to their lair, but it would he an abor­ 
tion and a lizzie; a “punkin” and a 
squash or two would be all they would 
have to show, while the old society 
would call out five thousand people. 
They would rob the older institution 
of the State appropriation, hut when 
if «ame to paying their own money, 
they wouldn’t he there. 
Judge Widney thought nothing the 
Chamber of 
Commerce could do 
would have any gooil effect, and dis­ 
liked to have it throw any influence 
in favor of either Association. 
Mr. Ayres foresaw a clash between 
the societies, and injury to both. He 
offered the following: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Chamber of Commerce, that two Agri­ 
cultural Associations in this District, 
with headquarters in this 
county 
would bo injurious; therefore recom­ 
mend th at each association appoint a 
Committee of Conference to discuss 
the subject and adjust differences. 
The resolution was passed and the 
Secretary instructed to furnish copies 
to the Presidents of both associations. 
ThcTham ber then adjourned.

bail. The two were crossing Sansome 
street on California, when Gus j>e 
Young approached from behind, and 
when within a few yards lie drew a 
a revolver and commenced firing at 
Naptlialy.

DeYoung could correct his aim, 
he was throttled by bystanders and 
his pistol taken from him. lie was 
also placed under arrest. Charles de 
Young was then questioned concern­ 
ing his designs and denied having any 
arms upon his person, hut on being 
searched a loaded pistol was found on 
him. Naptlialy and Fitzgerald were 
placed in tlie new part of tlie city 
prison, as a precaution against any 
further attempts at assassination of 
either.

Valuation •# Foreign Coins. 


Attorney-General W illiams has re­ 
cently rendered a decision which is of 
importance as bearing upon a question 
which grew out of the Act of March 
ltd, 1873, to establish the value of for- 
eigii coins, and which has been refer­ 
red to him by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. The law referred to declares in 
the first section that the value of these 
coins, as expressed in the money of 
the United States, shall be that of the 
pure metal of standard value of such 
coin, and requires the Director of the 
Mint to estimate each year the value 
of such standard coins, and directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to announce 
those values on January 1st of every 
year. 
From time to time Congress 
has fixed the value for Custom-house 
purposes of such foreign coins, and ac­ 
cording to those values, invoices at 
the Custom-house have been trans­ 
muted into United States money as a 
basis for assessing percentage ot duty. 
The values estimated by the Director 
of the Mint differed in many instances 
very largely from these Valuations 
thus established by Congress, and the 
enquiry was whether the law of 1873 
authorized t lie Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury to disregard the previous values, 
us fixed by Congress. 
As the matter 
has tiius received the consideration 
and decision of the Attorney-General, 
it must bo regarded as settled that the 
valuations of the Director of the Mint 
will govern all the Custom-houses in 
the country. 
The second section of 
iho Act arbitrarily decided that the 
value, in American money, of the 
British sovreign was $48U and ti.) mills 
for all purposes, and declared that all 
contracts based on an assumed par of 
exchange with Great Britain at the 
rate of $4 49 4-9 should be null and 
void. The decision of the . Attorney- 
General is somewhat lengthy, but he 
comes to the conclusion that the D i­ 
rector ot the Mint is the proper person 
to fix the values of coins in all cases 
except the one above noted—English 
sovereigns—which the law fixes at a 
uniform value, in Custom-houses, of 
S t 80 and G\ mills. There is no doubt 
that Congress can, for Custom-house 
or other purposes, declare what shall 
be the value of foreign coins, but it is 
certainly new for that body to make a 
fixed and unvarying measure for bank­ 
ers of the par of exchange.
